The contract has been let for con- 
struction of a new telephone ex- 
change and tenders close next Tues- 


day for a new post office at Altona. 
_ The exchange on the same site as the existing 
one in Blyth Street is due for completion by 


February next year. 


Altona has outgrown the 
present postal and telephone 


facilities but the new 
buildings and equipment 
will allow for further 


growth in the district. 


More telephone lines will 
be available in the new ex- 
change. Up to date equip- 
ment will be installed and 
provision made for §.T.D. 
(Subscriber Trunk Dialling). 


Mr. M. W. Lee (MHR for 
Lalor) advises that the 


contrac; for erection of the |~ 


exchange at a cost of 
$75,482 has been let_ to 
J. A. Hutchinson of Ess- 
endon and the project is 
due for completion by 
February, 1969. 


Construction of the new 
building will be of steel 
frame, with external walls 
finished in beige coloured 
clay bricks. Provision has 
been made for future ex- 
tension by the provision of 
a brick veneer wall on the 
north elevation. 


The windows and doors 
will be aluminium with a 
natural anodised finish. The 
roofing will be of stainless 
steel decking. 


B Jnternally Mie walls will 


have vinyl tile dadoes. The 
floor will be finished in 
vinyl tiles with the excep- 
tion of the toilet area and 
entry which will be cera- 
mic. tiles. 

‘The design and construc- 
fion of the building is be- 
ing carried out by the Archi 
tects and Engineers of the 
Commonwealth Department 
of Works.

liamstown area in March 
this year revealed that two 
single classes and one com- 
site class at Altona West 
rimary School have 50 or 
more pupils. 


Several schools have class- 
es of 45-49 pupils Altona 3, 
Seaholme 4, and Williams- 
town 4. 

‘These figures were releas- 
ed by an officer of the Wil- 
Hamsiowa Citizens Educa- 
ion Campaign — a group 
formed by teachers, parents 
and a Williamstown Council 
delegate. a 

A report from this group 
states that it is impossible 


to adequately teach classes; 


in excess of 50 pupils and 
that it is extremely difficult 
to cone with 45-49 pupils. 
The children cannot get in- 
dividual attention, 

,_ There has been a decrease 
in the very large classes 
compared to last year but 
an increase in thé classes 
with between 35 and 45 pu- 
pils. 

‘Altona West has six class- 
es with more than 40 pupils 
and 5 with 35 or more. 

Altona Primary: 4 classes 
over 40 and 6 over 35.. 

Seaholme: 3 classes over 
40 and 4 over 35. 

Williamstown: 4 over 40 
and 7 classes over 35. 

The report says. “Tt is rec~ 
ognised hy the Department. 
witness the Staffing Sched- 
ule, and stated emphatically 
by teachers, that in primary 
schools there should be a

Ih America, the new pet. 
roleum industry had develop- 
ed rapidly since it began in 
4859, Old products, traditional 
praducts, were quickly be- 
ing superseded. 

In June 1861 — some two 
years after Edwin R. Drake 
drilled the first oil well in 
Titusville, Pennsylvania 
a siginficant change came to 
Australia where the tradi- 
tional oils were still being 
imported for illumination. 

¥or instance, in the last 
week of December, 1859, 
Melbourne merchants im- 
ported 1012 gallons of Colza, 
1765 gallons of sperm oil and 
14,269 gallons of ordinary 
whale oil. In the first week 
of June [861, imports of the 
traditional oils were much 
reduced and the newcomer, 
kerosene, topped the list 
with 6052 gallons. This was 
the beginning of an’ import 
volume of petroleum prod- 
ucts that was destmed to 
grow beyond the dreams 0} 
the most far-sighted busi- 
nessman, 

For many years te follow, 
the export houses of Ameri- 
ca and their counterpart im- 
porters of Australia develop- 
ed the only supply route for 
this early product of the baby 
industry. uae 

Whe product was Lighting 
Kerosene, which was trans- 
ported in four-gallon tins in 
the “Kerosene Clippers” — 
the tall-masted sailing ships 
which plied between _Ameri- 
ea and the Far East. It 
was a good business, as kero- 
sene quickly became the main 
illuminant for Australia and, 
despite extending competi- 
tion from town gas, held 
that premier position until 
superseded by electricity. 











VACUUM OIL 
COMPANY FORMED 
1866 — 


The originators of the “ap- 
plication of the vacuum pro- 
cess of distillation to oil pro- 
duction formed and incor- 
porated Vacuum Oi] Company 
in 1866 to manufacture and 
distribute mineral Jubricat- 
ing oils. Many other com- 
panies had been, and_were 
being, formed in the U.S., but 
of them all it was an offshoot 
of Vacuum that established 
the first oil company on Aus- 
tralian soil. 

So Vacuum Oil Company's 
Australia staff of three oc- 
eapied an office in Melbourne 
for the sole purpose of sell- 
ing leather and harness ojls 
and mineral lubricating oils. 

Mr. E. W. Lycett was the 
first manager and his sales 
portfolio carried the names 
of about a dozen products. 

The demand, however, for 
the company’s products was | 
great and widespread. Dur- 
ing the first year of opera- 
tions, branches and agents 
were established in every 
colony of .Australia and in 
New Zealand, Among the big- 
gest of the early customers 
were the goldmines, the rail- 
ways and coastal shipping 
firms. 

Business progressed as the 
colonies grew, Federation 
came and the company was 
going from strength to 
strength.
